It is recognized that no classification can ever be devised which wil] 
Satisfy perfectly the needs of everyone. Compromises have to be accepted 
and decisions on doubtful points can rarely be made definitely and finally, 
There are so many uncertain cases in connection with the subject classifica- 
tion of medicine that the attempt to achieve a permanent formula may even be 
considered futile. It is beliewed, however, for reasons which have been 
Stated on previous occasions, that an imperfect classification has great ad- 
vantage over the usual alphabetical index which separates so widely, under 
the greatest variety of names, references to the same condition, organ, dis- 
ease, or other subject matter. . 


There is a point in this connectioh which so far has not been mention- 
ed and which is of particular importance in the present situation. That is, 
the possibility of a division of the work by enlisting the aid of persons 
with special knowledge in particular fields. 


The amount of published work in medical research is so vast, that even 
if ome person is able to keep abreast of the developments in its various 
fields, the 'abor involwed in properly indexing the sixty or more thousand 
titles per year is about the limit of what one individual umaided can do. 


It is expected that in the preparation of future indexes of the Current 
List, the collabotation of persons specially qualified in several fields of 
medicine will be sought. It is planned, for example, that the references per- 
taining to dentistry will be indexed by a person directly engaged in litera- 
ture searches in this field. The references to tumors, including cancer, will 
be indexed by a specialist in this field of research. It is hoped that this 
Plan can be extended gradually and that each of these separate parts of the 
complete index to the Current List can be made in the way best suited to the 
needs of the specialists in these several fields of medicine. 


as has been mentioned on many occasions, the Current List is intended 
as a cooperative underteking and it is hoped that all who use it will feel a 
certain responsibility in contributing to ite improvement. Suggestions and 
criticism are particularly desired in connection with the index. It is re- 
alized that the value of the innovations which are being tried, can be de- 
termined only after repeated use by many persons. The test is the complete- 
ness with which are revealed the sources of the original work on particular 
subjects. Making available the accumulated knowledge in specific cases to 
those who can use it for the advancement of medicine, is the goal, and its 
achievement will be worth the cost of the effort.
